Vacancy

Senator Nye To Chal- 
lenge Appointment as 
Grundy Comes Before 
Body To Take Oath.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(4)— 
Joseph R. Grundy, who told the sen- 
ate lobby committee what he thought 
about the senate, came to Washington 
tonight to take the place of William 
S. Vare, of Pennsylvania, who was 
informed by the senate that he was 
not wanted there. 

Within a few minutes after Gover- 
nor Fisher announced his appoint- 
ment to the vacant seat to which 
Vare was elected, Grundy reached the 
capital from Harrisburg and prepared 
to present his credentials to an 
aroused senate. 

Word of the appointment of Grun- 
dy spread quickly in the senate, which 
only yesterday received a report from 
the lobby committee on the “lobbying 
activities” of the Pennsylvania manu- 
facturer in behalf of the pending tariff 
bill, 

Senator Nye, of North Dakota, a 
republican independent, immediately 
set about to prepare a resolution to 
exclude Grundy as a participant in 
the $1,800,000 campaign in the 1926 
Pennsylvania primary of the Mellon- 
Fisher-Pepper ticket. That was the 
ticket which was defeated by Var? 
in his $785,000 campaign for the re- 
publican senatorial] nomination, but 
John 8. Fisher, of the opposition tick- 


et, Won against Vare’s candidate for 
the governorship. 
Despite the open opposition of sen- 


ators belonging to the democratic-re- | 


coalition, who were con- 
demned by Grundy, it seemed certain 
tonight that he would be seated in 
the chair that has been vacant for 
almost three years. Even the strongest 
foes of Vare are of the opinion that 
no legal contest can be made against 
Grundy as the appointee of Governor 
Fisher. Senator Nye appears to be 
facing a losing fight. 

Grundy will enter the senate in the 
midst of the tariff struggle—a struggle 
in which he has taken pride as a 
participant from the outside.

New Consignment To 
Join 100 Already Sent by 
Government to Chatham 
County Stockade. 


A contract through which 200 ne- 
gro prisoners in the Atlanta federal 
penitentiary will be transferred to 
Chatham county for road work, was 
announced Wednesday by ‘the state 
prison board, which has given its ap- 
proval to the project. 

Approximately 100 prisoners al- 
ready have been removed to a stock- 
ade in Chatham county and now are 
at work upon the roads. 

The contract, it was learned, also 
has the approval of the federal de- 
partment of justice in Washington, 
who entered into the agreement in 
order to relieve congested conditions 
at the Atlanta federal institution. 
Overcrowded conditions, with conse- 
quent idleness, are looked upon as 
menaces, especially since the disas- 
trous disturbance at Leavenworth last 
August, the cause of which was at- 
tributed to the idleness. 

Rumors of the contract becoming 
current in Washington led to indig- 
nant complaints on the part af .col- 
ored welfare organizations, who ~ob-" 
jected to the innovation in that it_af- 
fected only negro prisoners. 

Their complaints were answered 
Wednesday by a statement from the 
department of justice which charac- 
terized the new system as “an ad- 
vanced step in penology.” 

lt was specified in the contract, 
which was signed October 15, that 
suitable and sanitary housing facili- 
ties be provided, wholesome food and 
decent clothing be given, and it for- 
bade corporal punishment in disciplin- 
ing prisoners. The contract also limit- 
ed the daily working time of the con- 
victs to eight hours, and forbade plac- 
ing them in stocks and the use of 
bloodhounds in the pursuit of escaped 
convicts. ie

In Hail of Bullets, Troop- 
ers Rushed Desperadoes. 
Five Ringleaders, Head 
Keeper Dead.

AUBURN, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Sweep- 
ing through the shot-torn yard of Au- 
burn prison and scattering a deadly 
hail of machine-gun bullets as they 
went, a heavy detachment of national 
guardsmen, reinforced by strong squads 
of police brought to an end to- 
night the resistance of a band of con- 
vict-desperadoes, quelled a murderous 
mutiny that raged all day, and drove 
the prison population to bay in their 
cells. 

In the war-like rush that ended one 
of the most violent attempts to break 
prison ever recorded in this country, 
five ringleaders of the rebellion were 
killed, bringing the dead to eight, in- 
cluding the head keeper, George A. 
Durnford. 

The following casualty list was is- 
sued officially tonight by prison au- 
thorities: 


Dead: Head Keeper George A. 
Durnford; Perry Jackson, convict; 
Alexander Guckolka, convict: Steve 
Plawlak, eonvict; Stephen Sperney, 
convict; Henry Sullivan, convict; 
Julius Stefanek, convict; Joseph 
Briancrossi, convict. 

Dying: George E. Atkins, guard: 
J. E. Van Housen, guard; Albert Hol- 
shauer, guard; Max Becker, convict: 
Claude Udwine, convict; Ernest Pa- 
vesi, convict. 

The end of the mutiny came with 
all the dramatic fury of a war-time 
raid on an enemy tretich. 

As the gates of the prison swung 
open, a force of nearly 300 national 
guardsmen and police officers—out of 
a total of 850 on duty—hurled them- 
selves across the prison yard, while 
a machine gun detachment poured a 
barrage of steel ahead of them and 
into the cell windows of the south 
block where the besieged desperadoes 
were still holding out. 

They had orders to shoot to kill. 
There was to be no quarter. The lives 
: the criminals who, earlier in the 
day, had murdered the chief keeper 
and threatened déath to Warden Ed- 
gar Jennings and 12 guards—held as 
hostage captives while the rebels 
parleyed for freedom—were declared 
forfeited.

Man Seeking Christmas 
Cedars Stumbles on 
Scene of Crime Near 
Clairmont Road.

One of the most baffling murders 
in Georgia history confronted DeKalb 
county authorities Wednesday night 
with the finding of the decomposed 


dressed woman in a dense thicket on 
the Clairmont road, one and a half 
miles northeast of Decatur. The skull 
had been battered and a bullet had 
been fired through the head. A pis- 
tol with one bullet fired was found 
near the body. Examining physicians 
said the woman had been dead about 
six months. 

Little or no means of identification 
was at hand. Sheriff Jake Hall said 
a dentist’s bridgework and fragments 
of clothing were his only hope of 
learning the identity of the murder 
victim. 

The gruesome find was made short- 
ly after 3 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon by A. E. Peters, an electrician, 
who lives on Sycamore drive, Decatur, 
Peters had been told that in the vicin- 
ity there were cedar trees and had 
gone there searching for one to use 
as a Christmas tree. 

As he plodded through the thicket 
less than a "ge feet from the 
Clairmont road and about 75 yards 
southwest of thé Seaboard Air Line 
underpass he stumbled over the wom- 
an’s body. Peters, without touching 
it, went to Decatur and informed the 
county police, returning to the scene 
with County Policemen Oscar Rowell, 
D. W. Nash, J. T. Brown and L. Cy 
Hall. ‘The police removed the body 
to the DeKalb county jail at Decatur 
where it is being held pending identi- 
fication efforts. . 

At the jail the body was examined 
by Dr. W. 8. Ansley who said indi- 
cations were that the woman had 
been struck a hard blow on the fore- 
head, two or three crushing blows on 
the left temple and then shot throu 
the back of the head. Though the 
pistol, a 38-calibre weapon of the type 
known as the “bulldog” was lying 
within a few feet of the body, Dr. 
Ansley said in his opinion it would 
have been impossible for the woman 
to have fired the shot herself. 

That the victim lived in or near 
Atlanta was indicated by the stamp 
of a local department store in her 
slippers, which were of green kid. 
Though somewhat out of shape as 
the result of months in the open the 
slippers indicated that they had been 
of expensive grade. They had four- 
inch heels, 

The woman also wore a green rub- 
ber raincoat believed to have been 
silk lined and a green hat with a black

ARE YOU HARDENED FOR 
THE WINTER? 


Says General Robert L. Bullard in 
“Secrets of the World War’— 


As the end of the year 1917 ap- 
proached ... nothing to do for all 
American troops in France but to 
continue their training, 
what the weather or what the suf- 
fering .. 
1917, cold, hard December, the First 
Division were executing maneuvers 
which required camping overnight, 
sleeping upon the ground and stand- 
ing in the open for hours and hours 
of waiting, swept and chilled by winds 
after being wet with rain. The thing 
that utterly astonished me was that 
there was appsrently little increase in 
the sick report in consequence of this 
exposure. 

Then the general adds his theory 
or belief to account for it: 


By continuing the work through 
from the fall well up into the hard 
part of winter, the men had perhaps 
become hardened. 

Now, then, home folks, are you 
hardened for the winter? If you are 
not, don’t worry. It has nothing to 
do with your health, though a rea- 
sonable amount of such hardening 
probably does add to one’s comfort. 

General Bullard had as much 
ground for hisytheory or belief as has 
any nice old doctor who entertains 
similar notions about “hardening.” 
But there is no scientific evidence, no 
properly controlled experimental evi- 
dence, to support the idea. 

Lots of people like to think that 
by taking cold baths in the morning 
they can make themselves less suscep- 
tible to what they like to call “colds” 
and in that they usually include pneu- 
monia. Plenty of nice old doctors 
share such a belief and lend their 
moral support to the painful prac- 
tice. I say painful, because a cold 
bath in the morning is rather painful 
to contemplate, isn’t it? Yea, verily, 
and that’s one of the chief reasons 
sonfe folks believe in it. It is this 
way: Deep down in your conscience 
you know very well you’re coddling 
yourself nearly all the time, with 
clothing, bed covers, artificial heat- 
ing of your home and work and play 
places.

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Editor Constitution: When the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company 
located its southern rubber plant at 
Gadsden, Ala., Governor Graves def- 
initely promised Goodyear to build a 
concrete highway from Gadsden to the 
Georgia line in order to connect the 
proposed rubber plant at Gadsden with 


the Goodyear textile plant at Cedar- 
town. Soon after this statement was 
published in the newspapers of Ala- 
bama and Georgia, a strong editorial 
appeared in The Constitution entitled 
“4 Challenge to Georgia,” in which 
Georgia was urged to accept the chal- 
lenge of Alabama and build a high- 
way from the Georgia line via Cedar- 
town to Atlanta. 

On December 5 a delegation of citi- 
zens from Cedartown, Rockmart and 
other towns in this section appeared 
before the state highway board and 
asked that highway No. 6, extending 
this paved highway from the Alabama 
line through Cedartown, Rockmart, 
Dallas and Powder Springs be placed 
on the five-year paving program, and 
that the necessary paving done as 
early as possible to the extent of con- 
necting the Georgia textile plants of 
Goodyear with the Gadsden rubber 
plant. ; 

If the people of Georgia realized 
the importance and extent of the re- 
cent textile development of Goodyear 
in northwest Georgia, and the possi- 
bilities of future expansion if condi- 
tions are made favorable for such de- 
velopment, I believe there would be a 
general desire that the state highway 
board give early consideration to plans 
for connecting these mills with a 
paved highway. 

The Goodyear Tire and Rubber

While the people of this immediate 
section are vitally interested in this 
highway development, we feel, in view 
of the fact that this link between 
Birmingham and Atlanta will be built 
at an early date in order to carry out 
the promise to Goodyear, that this is 
the best opportunity for the connec- 
tion of the two great cities, Atlanta 
and Birmingham, by a hard-surface 
road if Georgia will do her part. 

We feel sure that the state highway 
board will try to work out the best 
plan possible in fairness to the entire 
state. This letter is written to call 
the attention of the citizens of Atlan- 
ta and Georgians generally to the fact 
that Alabama is defmmitely committed 
to the building of this highway, and 
that if Georgia will co-operate by ex- 
tending the hard-surface road to At- 
Janta via Cedartown and Rockmart, it 
will give Atlanta and Georgia an out- 
let to Birmingham and the west earli- 
er than by any other possible route.

While the soldiers and policemen 
were driving the convicts back to 
their own cells, a count of the. casual- 
ties—difficult because several of the 
guards were still reported missing, 
possibly locked in cells—was in prog- 
-ress at the warden’s office. 

Fifteen men, including probably 10 
guards, were suffering severely from 


the cell houses in a constant stream 
during an afternoon of horror. In 
addition to these casualties, many of 
the guards were suffering with knife 
and gunshot wounds. 

As the firing died down tonight, an 
armed force swept through every cor- 
ner of the prison, a search for con- 
cealed weapons was begun. 

In one of the first halls searched— 
a room allotted to the Mutual Welfare 
Association—guards uncovered a store 
of iron and lead pipes, hammers, and 
improvised knives. 

In one corner of the association 
quarters, they came upon gallons of 
prune juice in a state of fermentation. 
It is believed that the intoxicant may 
have been used to stimulate the brava- 
do of the conspirators. ~° 

Certainty that at least 100 of the 
revolting convicts were armed, and 
that many of them are still concealing 
lethal weapons in their cells led to 
a thorough inspection of the prison, 
jalthough a complete investigation can 
not be made until tomorrow.

FIRST SUPPLY BILL 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 11.—(P)—

Supreme Tribunal Refuses To 
Set Aside Dog Race 
Injunction. 


Validity of the act of the last legis- 
lature, prohibiting use of steel traps 
to catch game, was upheld by the 
supreme court in a decision rendered 
Wednesday. ’ 

The case was appealed from the 
city court of Greenville, where D. C. 
Greer was convicted of a_yiolation of 
the act. . The supreme court held that 
the act did not violate constitutional 


provision for the protection of private 
property. 

The law prohibits the use of steel 
traps except in the salt marshes along 
the coast and within sight of houses 
where fowl or animals are kept. 

The supreme court also upheld an 
injunction by the Stone Mountain 
superior court against holding dog 
races. The appeal was brought by 
C. H. Gullatt, who operated the Dixie 
Lakes dog races. The supreme court 
said that a so-called “profit-sharing 
system” in use at the resort, under 
which a division of profits was given 
those who chose the winning dogs, 
was gambling and illegal. 

A judgment of the Crisp county 
superior court granting a non-suit in 
the case of C. L. MeMillan against 
the state superintendent of banks, 
seeking payment of a cashier's check, 
was reversed by the supreme court. 

The check, which was in the sum 
of €3.559.66, was drawn by the Geor- 
gia State bank’s Cordele branch on | 
the Citizens and Southern bank, of | 
Atlanta. The Atlanta bank refused | 
payment because the bank at Cordele. | 
one of the Manley chaing had been 
closed before the check was presented. |

Fantastic Career Ends as 
Pair Is Found Dead in

News.)—Henry Grew Crosby, mod- 
ernistic poet, expatriate, dreamer of 
weird dreams and a nephew of the 
late Mrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, ended 
his grotesque career by firing a bullet 
into his brain in the studio apartment 
of a Manhattan painter. With him 
in death went Josephine Rotch Bige- 
low, attractive young wife of a Har- 
vard post-graduate student. 
Detectives, reviewing the facts to- 
day, could not decide whether Crosby, 
who scoffed at America and the “‘pral- 
ries of prosperity,” murdered the 
young woman as she lay beneath a 
silken coverlet with him, or whether 
they died in a suicide pact. 
There were no notes to tell the 
story. Crosby, married and the father 
of two children, had on several pre- 
vious occasions secretly met rs. 
Bigelow in the studio apartment. 
Yesterday he called his friend, Stan- 
ley G. Mortimer, Jr., portrait artist, 
and asked if he might use the apart- 
ment for a few horrs “to meet a 
friend.” Mortimer assented, and short- 
ly after 1 p. m, Crosby and Mrs. 
Bigelow arrived. Crosby had been 
drinking and produced a quart bottle 
of whisky upon his arrival. 
Mortimer stayed with them until 4 
o’clock, during which time most of 
the whisky was consumed. Then he 
left, and Crosby asked that he leave 
the key behind.

TIP ON FAST 
BALL HURLING 


Johnson Says Timing Has 
| Much To Do With 
Speedy Delivery. 


By Walter Trumbull. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—*“Speed,” 
said Walter Johnson, here for the big 
league meetings, “is largely a matter 
of timing. I am constantly trying to 
get my young pitchers to throw nat- 
urally; just as they might throw a 
stone. The trouble with a lot of them 
is that they apply the effort in the 
wrong place. They start to snap their 
wrists before their arms aré extended. 

“In golf you would call it tighten- 
ing up. Pitehing isn’t so unlike 
hitting a golf ball. The swing of the 
arm and the swing of the club must 
be easy until the instant comes to ap- 
ply the power. I never had a sore 
arm in all the years I pitched; prob- 
ably because I had an easy motion 
and didn’t subject my arm to sudden 
jerks and strains. If my legs were 
good, I still could pitch as well as 
I ever did.” 

“Speaking of golf,” I said, “do you 
consider it good exercise for a base- 
ball player?” 

GOOD EXERCISE. 


“It’s good exercise for anybody,” 
answered Johnson. “The trouble is 
| that a lot of these youngsters overdo 
it. Kither they get out and play so 
'many holes that they haven't any ener- 
gy left, or else they get to thinking 
so much about their golf that they 
take their minds off baseball. That 
is why we have to make rules about 
golf. 

“The truth is,” continued the speed- 
iest pitcher who ever threw a ball, 
“that youngsters in the big leagues 
today don’t take their baseball as se- 
|riously as we used to take it. That 
seems a bit peculiar, when you con- 
| sider that it is their profession and 
| that they are making more money out 
of it than most of the old timers did. 
But these men seem to leave the game 
on the field. They rarely sit around 
and argue and fan as we did in the 
old days. During the season the old 
| timers used to eat, sleep and dream 
_baseball. To get everything out of 
a job, you have to put a Jot into it.”

Civie bodies 
will be asked to help by personal 
example, and possibly, by .campaigns. 
More than 85 per cent of accidents 
reported occurred from the operation 
of privately-owned automobiles, Mr. 
Deibert stated.
